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Hate Crimes Bring Swift 
Response from Council 


Hate crimes that have occurred 
here during the past week have 
brought a strong reaction from 
the Greenbelt City Council. 

“Such behavior is intoler- 
able,” stated councilmembers 
on Wednesday morning as they 
learned of the incidents, adding 
that hate crimes “are unaccept- 
able in our community.” 

Two nooses have been found 
in the vicinity of St. Hugh’s 


School on Crescent Road. The 
second noose also included swas- 
tika graffiti nearby. The Green- 
belt Police are investigating the 
incidents as hate crimes. 

Anyone with information about 
these events is urged to call the 
Greenbelt Police at 301-474-7200. 
There is a $500 reward for infor- 
mation leading to the arrest and 
conviction of anyone involved in 
any of those actions.

Slots for Maryland Debated 
At Cheverly Meeting

The Progressive Cheverly Club 
sponsored a debate on September 
4 about the proposed amendment 
to the Maryland Constitution to 
legalize slot machines, primarily 
for funding public education. 

Secretary Tom Perez, Mary- 
land Department of Labor, Li- 
censing and Regulation, outlined 
the expected advantages if the 
referendum is approved by vot- 
ers on November 4. State Senator 
Paul Pinsky, District 22, discussed 
aspects of the proposal that would 
counter those objectives. The 
designated revenue distribution 
illustrates the referendum’s diver- 
gent intent. 

Ballot Question 2 is entitled 
“Video Lottery Terminals (Slot 
Machines) to Fund Education.” 


It would authorize the state to 
grant five video lotteries in spe- 
cific locations in the counties of 
Anne Arundel, Cecil, Worcester 
and Alleghany plus Baltimore 
City and would limit the number 
of machines to 15,000. Any 
expansion must be approved by 
voters. 
In Favor of Slots 

Perez described slots as de- 
signed to remedy the state’s bud- 
get problem in order to build 
the needed schools and avoid a 
disproportionate impact on raising 
income taxes. He noted that a 
deficit inherited from the previous 
administration is projected to be 
$1.7 billion.

Metro Station Development 
Subject of FBI Scrutiny

The Washington Post Metro 
Section news articles on Sunday, 
September 14 and Monday, Sep- 
tember 15 covered an ongoing 
investigation into the Greenbelt 
Metro station development. AI- 
though the scope of the inves- 
tigation was not clear, federal 
authorities are seeking informa- 
tion about a long list of lobbyists 
and developers involved in the 
project. 

The investigation apparently 
involves past efforts to rezone the 
property and secure funding for a 
new interchange on the Beltway 
(1-95/495) to provide improved 
access to the development. 

The Post articles described 
a Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion (FBI) “sweep” across Prince 
George’s County including raids 
on the home of former County 
Councilmember Thomas R. Hen- 
dershot; the office and home of 
County Fire Department official 
Lt. Colonel Karl L. Granzow, 
Jr.; and the offices of J. Michael 
Dougherty, the County Director 
of Finance. 

According to the Post articles, 
federal authorities are interested 
in information about contacts with 


several lobbyists and developers, 
including Michael Arrington, 
who has been a lobbyist for one 
partner in the Greenbelt project; 
David Jacobs, who has worked as 
a lobbyist for the County Coun- 
cil; and Wilbert R. Wilson, who 
served as chairman of County Ex- 
ecutive Jack B. Johnson’s 2006 re- 
election campaign and, who based 
on Post sources, held a consulting 
contract with the developers of the 
Greenbelt project. 

The FBI subpoenas also seek 
information on Patrick Ricker, a 
prominent Prince George’s County 
real estate broker, and Daniel L. 
Colton, who was described as a 
vice-president of the company 
developing the site. 

The Washington Post efforts to 
obtain information on the probe or 
comments from the various individ- 
uals named in the subpoenas were 
not successful. The only county 
official providing a comment was 
James Keary, a spokesman for 
County Executive Jack Johnson. 

Keary referred to the federal 
investigation as another fishing 
expedition. He said that neither 
Johnson nor his top aides have 
engaged in any wrongdoing.

After nearly two months of 
rehearsals, photo sessions, fund- 
raisers and interviews, this year’s 
Miss Greenbelt pageant contes- 
tants finally saw their winners 
chosen at the Labor Day Festival.

Notice of Charter Amendment Resolution No. 2008-1 


At its regular meeting of September 8, 2008, the City Council adopted a resolution to amend the 
City Charter. As required by state law, this resolution will be posted in its entirety for 40 days, until 
October 18, at the Municipal Building, as well as on the City’s Web site at www.greenbeltmd.gov. A 
copy may also be requested of the City Clerk. The charter amendment will be effective on October 
28, 2008, unless a proper petition to submit the amendment to the voters on a referendum is filed as 
permitted by law. This notice is given to provide a fair summary of the resolution, as also required 
by state law. 


A Resolution . . . to Amend the Charter of the City of Greenbelt .. . by Amending Paragraph (d), 
“Powers,” of Section 12, Titled “Employee Relations Board” to Provide that the Employee Relations 
Board be Empowered to Hear Grievances Arising out of Collective Bargaining Agreements: Sub- 
sequent to a referendum question on the ballot of the 2005 City election, the City Council amended 
the City Code to include a Labor Code for the purpose of recognizing the right of certain police of- 
ficers to organize and bargain collectively. The Labor Code requires that all collective bargaining 
agreements (CBAs) must include a grievance procedure containing a provision for binding decision 
by the City’s Employee Relations Board (ERB). Since the existing powers of the ERB in grievance 
procedures were limited to making recommendations to the City Council, it was necessary to amend 
the charter to enable the ERB to address grievances arising out of CBAs as required by the Labor 
Code.

A progressive income tax was 
rejected by the General Assembly 
in the late 2007 session. Other 
recent attempts to increase Mary- 
land funds, such as taxing com- 
puter services and a “millionaire” 
surtax, were rejected, he noted. 

While Perez acknowledged 
that “slots have social costs” such 
as increased crime and addiction, 
slots revenue eases the tax bur- 
den. However, he warns, “There 
are studies that support both 
sides.” The Charlestown, W.Va., 
data showed that the crime rate 
there dropped and jobs were cre- 
ated when slots were installed. 

More income tax refunds of 
up to $165 occurred in Penn- 
sylvania after slots legislation 
was enacted there; Charlestown 
estimates identify a 27 percent 
tax reduction in some categories. 
New jobs in Maryland may “miti- 
gate the problems” that result 
here, he said. 

Perez noted that the slots par- 
lors in Delaware and West Vir- 
ginia border locations presently 
attract Maryland slots players. 
The Maryland locations were 
chosen near those borders to 
encourage people to play here. 
Baltimore City is the fifth juris- 
diction specified. 

Perez offered that “53 percent 
of lottery money is returned to 
create alliances around a common 
good. Solutions satisfy progres- 
sive objections. There is a lot 
more in the issue than meets the 
eye.” 

Opposed to Slots 

Pinsky recounted that the slots 
plan was initially sought by po- 
tential parlor owners and was

later supported by the state to 
raise revenue to fund the Thorn- 
ton education plan. The strug- 
gling Maryland race tracks were 
then linked to the effort. 

“It’s a scam!” Pinsky told 
his audience. He questioned 
the premise that slots will raise 
funds for the Maryland treasury. 
A suggestion that there would 
be new revenue from gamblers 
ignores the diminishing num- 
bers of them in a declining 
economy. “The best return is 
to the house, not the gambler,” 
Pinsky added. 

In 2004 the General As- 
sembly approved the Thornton 
plan to spend $1.3 billion over 
six years as additional funding 
for education. However, the 
plan had no dedicated funding 
source, thereby increasing the 
projected budget deficit. Pin- 
sky noted that under the slots 
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proposal, education programs 
would receive only 48.5 percent 
of the slots revenue. 

While the operators would 
receive 33 percent, “there is no 
guarantee that the proportion of 
that money, however small, stays 
in the Maryland economy,” Pin- 
sky said. 

Pinsky noted that attendance 
no longer fills the Maryland rac- 
ing stands; now betting machines 
to wager on out-of-state races fills 
those stands. The horse industry 
seeks increased purses hoping 
that attendance would improve. 
“This is public assistance to a 
private industry!” he argues. If 
the bill seeks to capture business 
from surrounding lottery opera- 
tions in nearby states, he asserted 
the designation of Baltimore City 
defies that intention. 

Other allocations of the pro- 
posed slots include 7 percent 
for racing purses, 2.5 percent 
to pay for track renovations by 
track owners, 5 percent to local 
communities near the tracks, 1.5 
percent to the Small, Minority 
and Women-owned Business Ac- 
count and 2 percent to the lot- 
tery agency that runs, advertises 
and encourages citizens to play. 
These allocations were decided 
by the Maryland legislature dur- 
ing the 2007 Special Session 
and Pinsky offered that those 
proportions could be altered by 
the General Assembly in two to 
three years. 

Debate 

The legislation is a “marriage 
of convenience to solve money 
problems; it is a reaction to the 
decline in the economic climate,” 





Perez stated. 

“Citizenry doesn’t come out 
on top when it is sponsored and 
promoted by industry,” Pinsky 
concluded. “If the State of Mary- 
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land really wants to raise educa- 
tion funding with slot machines, 
it should operate them itself, 
rather than bringing in gaming 
companies.”

Though Jankowski loved this 
year’s “Once Upon a Dream” 
theme — she calls herself a huge 
fan of Disney and Cinderella — 
she’s also realistic about her prior- 
ities. Her on-stage question from 
the judges was whether middle 
school girls are too young to have 
boyfriends. Jankowski said yes. 

“At our age we need to focus 
more on academics,” she says, 
“particularly because our grades 
from seventh grade and the first 
part of eighth grade are what high 
schools look at.” 

Little Miss Greenbelt 

Kristen Beauchamp, 10, has 
been in the Little Miss Greenbelt 
contest twice before but hadn’t 
won anything.
